A WELL-DIRECTED SHOT FROM SHORE 
DID THE WORK. 


The Lost ~ 
Hea: Armed and Well-Equipped 
Wan-of-War-The News Sent to the 
Brazilier Minister at London by Pres- 
ident Peixoto—Salling of the Nictheroy 
—Hurrying Up America. 


Lorpon, Nov. 2.—The first great disaster 

of the Brazilian rebellion took place yester- 
day in Rio Bay, when one of Admiral Mello’s 
big warships, the Javary, wassunk by a well- 
directed shot froma battery on the shore at 
Nichtheroy. Nearly the entire crew of the 
steamer perished. This news seems to be 
‘trustworthy. It comes in a dispatch re- 
ceived by the Brazilian Minister here from 
President Peixoto at Rio de Janeiro. The 
dispatcn adds “that the Javary went 
down almost instantly after her armor 
was pierced by the shot from the shore bat- 
tery. She carried a crew numbering about 
250 men. . 

The Javany was of the same class as the 
Bahia, Brazil, Lima-Barros and Solimoes, 
ships of Mello’s fleet, ranking second to the 
Aauidaban, the flagship, and the 
Republica and Richaion, Mello’s 
best fighting vessels. she was 
aniron armored turret ship of 3,600 tons, 
carrying four ten-inch Whitworth muzzle- 
lea@erg Wile guns. six five-inch rapid-fire 
gunsand}five machine guns. The Javary 
had 2,200 horse power and twelve inches of 
armor.

The Nictheroy Sails for Brazilian Waters 
—America’s Delay. 

New York, Nov. 23,—The Nictheroy, which 
is now supposed to ve headed fora West 
Indian port, where she will await the coming 
of her sister ship, the newly named America, 
sothat together they may proceed Brazil- 
ward, preparatory to blowing Admiral Mello 
out of the water, will have a longer wait than 
was expected when she left these shores. 

Work on the America, as the Britannia 
must now be called by virtue of Minister 
Mendonia’s certificate filled with the Custom- 


house yesterday, and by virtue of the fact, 


that her name has been inscribed upon her 
stern, is not proceeding as fapidly as was 
hoped. She is at the Morgan Iron-Works,foot 
of East Ninth street, and aJthough a whole 
army of men are laboring upon her, inside 
end out, she will not be ready for the sea be- 
fore the last of the week, whereas it had been 
expected thatshe would sail not later than 
last night. 

The Nictheroy has only two torpedo boats, 
the Javelin and the Feiseen. The Yarrow 
boat broke from its moorings Sunday night 
It was picked up bya 
passing tug and delivered to Flint & Co., who 
have thus been compelled to change their 
plans and send it down on the deck of the 
America. 

‘With the saliing of the Nictheroy rumors of 
purchases of merchant vessels by the Flints, 
to be transformed into men-of-war for the 
Brazilian Government, again began to circu- 
late downtown. It was said that the Broad 
street firm had agents in Boston, New 
Orleans and Liverpool, England, looking for 
boats for them. From the latter place, it

Remains of Gen. Rusk Guarded by Old 
Comrades in Arms. 


Vrrogua, Wis., Nov. 23.—The remains of 
Gen. J. M. Kusk, guarded bya delegation of 
men who knew him on the fields of the South 
during the troublea times of 1861-65, rest in 
State in the little Methodist church. Simple 
services, attended by members of the family 
and a few of the most intimate friends of the 
dead soldier-statesman, were conducted at 
the family residence and then the body was 
borne tothe house of God, where the last 
words of the dead will be said to-morrow. 

The remains of Gen. Rusk were placed in 
the handsome state casket this morning. 
The burial case is of red cedar, silver- 
trimmed, and the name plate bears the usual 
inscription, the name of the dead and the 
date of birth and death. A heavy burglar- 
pr oof steel case will surround the casket. . 

The funeral services to-morrow will take 
piace in the Methodist Church within sound 
of whose bell Gen. Rusk lived for forty years 
and witbin a stone’s throw of the house in 
which heresided for almost & quarter of'n | 
century. The services will be conducted by 
the Rev. Mr. Nuzum, assistea by Rev. Ss D. 
Butler of Madison. 

Following the services of the Methodist 
Church, the service of the ‘‘Blue Lodge’’ of 
the Masonic order will be read. The re- 
mains, accompanied by the Knights Tem- 
plar members as honorary escort and the 
congreyation, will be borne to the little vil- 
lage cemetery and laid in the family lot be- 
side the ashes of Gen, Rusk’s wife and the 
children who preceded him to the other 
shore. 

A telegram to-day from Gen. Noble states 
that he is {ll and will not be able to be present 
at the funeral, and another from Gen. Wan- 
amaker is to the same effect. Both messages 
expressed regret at the forced absence of 
the writers and sympathy for the family. 

Viroqua expects to entertain several thou- 
sand people to-morrow. Gen. Harrison on 
his arrival, if time permits, will be driven 
direct tothe Rusk residence. The members 
of his Cabinet and other distinguished guests 
will be entertained at the residence of EK. H. 
Craig, Gen, Rusk’s son-in-law. Others will 
find entertainment at homes which will be 
thrown open to visitors. 

The church where the services will be held 
will not accommodate over 400 persons. The 
Master Masons, Knights Templar and Loyal 
Legion will occupy the church, and others 
will be forced to find places in the church lot 
or the street. 

The exact cause of Gen. Rusk’s death will 
not be Known, as no post-mortem was held, 
the family objecting. Ihe body was em- 
balmed yesterday. . 


TO ATTEND RUSK’S FUNEFRAL. 
INDIANAPOLIS, I1nd., Nov., 23.—Gen. Harri- 
son and ex-Attorney General Miller left Indi- 
anadolis this forenoon at 11:25 o’clock

Nothing Said or Done Can Change the 


Administration’s Policy. 
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WAITING FOR FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS 
FROM WASHINGTON, 
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Advices From Honoluiu Up to 
the 16th Inst. Brought by 
Steamer to San Francisco To-Day— 
No Move Looking + to the 
Queen’s Restoration Had Been Made— 
Whatthe Delay May Mean. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 23.—The steamer 
Alameda arrived at 7:30a.4m. to-day from 
Hopolulu, bringing news of events up to the 
16th inst. Up to the time of the sailing of 
the Alameda there had been no attempt 
made to overthrow the Provisional Govern- 
ment or to restore ex-Queen Liliunokalani. 
She brings the following advices: 


HONOLULU, Nov. 16.—The main change tn 
the political situation since the .Australia 
sailed on the lith, has been one of increased. 
Strain and greater business depression. 
Since his formal callto present his creden- 
tials, Minister Willis has not communicated 
officially with the Government, 

The most significant happgning which has 
taken place occurred last Monday, when a 
Commitee of the American League, the lately 
organized auxiliary ofthe Annexation Club, 
cahHed onthe new inister. After welcom- 
ing. Mr. Willis the committee stated that 
the members of the league earnestly desired 
that the Hawalian Islands should become a 
part of the United States, and with that 
object in view the organization would sup- 
port the present Provisional Government of 
Hawall and in all honorable ways aid 
in accomplishing annexation. The address 
also contained an offer of aid if at any time 
the Minister saw fit to command them. 

Mr. Willis’ answer has not leaked out here, 
as the committee is pledged to _  se- 
crecy, but the correspondent is 
enabled, after diligent inquiry and careful 
comparison of the versions of the Minister’s 
remarks as remembered by three members 
of the cO@mmittee, to give the following near- 
ly if not quite verbatim report of the reply: 

NOTHING CAN AVAIL NOW. 

After welcOming the committee and speak- 
ing In pleasant terms of his visit to Hawall, 
Minister Willis said: *‘I am an ardent Amer- 
ican. 1 would Mke to seq the stars. and 
stripes not-only over Hewali, but 
overali the isiands of the Pacific Oceati or 
any other territory which would be beneficial 
to the United States. I have my instructions 
which I cannot divulge. You will understand 
this. ButthismuchIcan say, that the pol- 
icy of the United States is already formulated 
regarding these islands and that 
nothing which can besaid ordone, either 
here or there, can avallanything now. Ido 
not come here as did Mr. Biount. I come as 
an executive officer. Icome toact. When 
the propertime arrives I shall act. Iam 
sorry I cannot tell you when or how. I wish 
youto understand, however, that knowing 
the policy of the United States, Icould not 
have accepted the position of executive 
officer had it been in conflict with the prin- 
ciples I hold. Americans here will have 
nothing to regret. While performing my 
duty in carrying out the United States’ poli- 
cy, I shall have no need of aid from you or 
other resident Americans. However, I wish 
to state positively that any outside iInter- 
ference will not be tolerated Dy the United 
States,’’ 

The Prbvisional Government considers 
Minister Willis’ remarks as significant, and 
from other information obtained it 
is the general belief among Amer- 
icans thata United States protectorate wiil be 
shortly established over the Prouisional Goy- 
ernment with the understanding that a sta- 
ble form of government be organized there- 
under within a limited period. 

Some are of the opinion that action will be 
taken between the sailing of the Alameda to- 
day andthe arrival of the Monowali on the 
230 inst. This opinion has been expressed on 
board the United States steamer Philadelphia 
within thé last few days. 

GUARDED BY SHARPSHOOTERS. 

Minister Willis’ delay in action, coupled 
with his refusal to divulge or even hint at 
officially what the policy of the United States 
is to be, has caused the political strain to be- 
come very great om both sides. As 
a consequence rumors are thick. The 
Government has also in consequence been on 
the lookout for the past few days for the 
threatened attempts of the Royalists to seize 
the Executive Bullding under the theory that 
if they could hold it now the United States 
would support them as the existing 
Government. Some ofthe leading Royalists 
deny that any such attempt has been con- 
tem plated, though others remain silent when 
questioned, in consequence of the 
strained condition of affairs an extra 
guard of me me ot ry oe was stationed in the 
Executive Building last night and will be 
continued there with the regular troops 
until the matter is settied one 
way or the _ other. As a_ furthe 
precaution the Government issued thirty 
rounds of extra ammunition to each member 
of the Citizens’ Reserve Guard between dark 
and 12 o’clock last night.

Precautions Taken to Prevent the 


Queen’s Restoration. 

SAN FrRancrsoo, Cal., Nov. 23.—A resident 
of Honolulu sends the following by the 
steamer Alameda to-day: 

‘‘On the eveningof the 15th inst., much 
excitement pervaded the ranks of the Pro- 
visional Government army and the associa- | 
tions in favor of annexation, At 8:30 0’clock 
orders from headquarters caused the men 


of the army to be placed under arms 
and the volunteer companies reported 
at the barracks. The citizens’ reserve 
were telephoned to by their chiefs and watch 
parties were set, Allofthe rank and fle of 
the police were congregated at the police 
station during the night and until the early 
morning. Every movement pointed 
towards precaution against attacks; careful 
inquiry among all the leaders revealed 
that it was supposed that a landing would 
be effected by the sailors and marines from 
the Philadelphia and the Adams 
duripg the night and that strategic 
points would be gained under the cover of 
darkness. This idea was instilled into the 
men and aiso that the complete restoration 
of the Queen to power would be heralded by 
the dawn of the next day—(His late Majesty 
Kalakaua’s birthday.) Night came and went 
and the universal cal:'stoarms, ten strokes 
onthe fire bell, was not sounded, and at 
early morning the forces dispersed.

CAN IT RUN UP HILL? 


Abost the Courss of the 
Mississippi River. 


From the Youth’s Companion, 

In anarticle published some time ago it 
was stated that since the source of the Mis- 
sissippi River is about three miles nearer to 
the center of the earth than its mouth Its 
therefore the water of the river runs up bill. 
this statement produced a wrong im- 
pression, which it is desirabie to correct. 

It is true that the waters of the Mississippi, 
in flowing toward the equator, gradually re- 
cede from the center of the earth, because 
‘the earth is not a sphere, buta spheroid flat- 
tentnge toward the poles. -But this recession 
cannot be accurately described as a ‘‘flowing 
up hill’* because that would imply that the 
water aisobeys the law of gravitation. 

The direction of gravity is always ata right 
angle to the surface of still water, and if the 
earth were completely covered with water, 
that surface would not be tn the form of a 
sphere, butof a spheroid, having substan- 
tially the same shape as that of the solid sur- 
face of the earth taken as a whole. 

This is the form assumed by the surface of 
the oceans, which is called a surface of eguil- 
librium, gbecause, without some disturbing 
influence, the water has no tendency to flow 
in any direction, and a plumb-line hangs 
perpendicular to ‘it atevery point. But ow- 
ing to the flattening of the earth toward the 
poles, the plumb-line does not point toward 
the true center of the earth any where except 
at the poles und along the equator. 

It follows from these facts that if the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley did not slope toward the south 
below the level which an ocean covering that 
valley and having its northern edge atthe 
source of the river would assume, .then the 
river would be in equilibrium from source to 
muth and would not flow at all. 

In jact, as the article referred to stated, 
the valley does slope, s0 that while its iower 
end oucht to be about three and one-half 
mies further fromthe earth’s centerjthan its 
upper end is in order to correspond with the 
generel form of the planet, yet in trath It is 
only about three miles ‘further from the 
center.* The haif mile of difference repre- 
sentsthetrue ‘‘hill’’ doWn which, not up 
which, the Mississippi flows. 

The sourte of misapprehension in this case 
seems to lie in the overlooking of the fact 
that the oceans, having a mobile surface, 
which cannot be permanently deformed by 
local causes, measure the true levelof the 
giobe, while the continents are simply eleva- 
tions thrust up above the level. Itis the 
direction of the plumb-Iine and not the cen- 
ter of the earth that determines the level of 
water and the course of its flow.

A MASS OF FLAMES. 


Burning of the British Ship Gasford Off 
Point Conception, . 


MOST OF THE CREW REACHED THE 
SHORE IN BOATS. 


Not Yet Known Whether Any Perished 
by Fire or in the Sea, but Fears Are 
Entertained—Instruments and Papers 
Saved—Vessels Gone tothe Relief. 


SANTA BARRBARA,Cal.,Nov. 23,—The steam- 
ship Santa Rosa, arriving last evening, re- 
ported having spoken the English ship Gas- 
ford on fire at Cojo anchorage, two miles 
east of Point Conception. The Gasford, 
Capt. Metham, is a four-masted iron ship, 
loaded with coal, 140 days from Liverpool 
and bound to San Francisco. 

Fire in the hold was noticed last Saturday, 
and the captain and crew beat their efforts 
to get toland.. They succeeded in reaching 
Oojo yesterday, When the fire was. raging so 
fiercely that the crew left the ship, and most 
of them reached shore in boats. 

It is not yet known whether any perished, 
but the indications are some of the seamen 
were lost. 

When the Santa Rosa passed the‘steamer 
Casper was alongside, doing what she could 
to save the Gasford and the cargo. As 
soon as the news reached here the tug 
Monarch of San Francisco, which was in the 
harbor awaiting the cruiser Olympia’s 
trial, left immediately for the scene of 
the fire. The fire spread with 
amazing rapidity, and early in the 
afternoon the dedks were ablaze. The ship’s 
papers, instruments and the chests of the 
officers and crew are understood to have 
been saved, 

Late last night the Gasford was a mass of 
flames.

INCOME TAX OBJECTIONS. 

Among the far-fetched objections to an 
income tax is the argument that it would 
divide the people of this country into two 
distinct classes, the tax-payers and the 
non-tax-payers—a moneyed aristocracy 
supporting the Government and a despised 
proletariat having no stake in the coun- 
try. 

Now, it is within the memory of a large 
majority of the American people that 
when we did have an income tax it had no 
such effect. Instead of being ‘‘a despised 
proletariat having no stake in the coun- 
try’’ and instead of being ‘‘non-tax- 
payers’’ these who had no taxable in- 

they are now, 
of the Govern- 
ment. Although no tax-collector 
called on them they bore then, 
as they do now, most of the 
entire burden of taxation, Federal, Etate 
and local. They paid their landlord’s real 
estate taxes when they paid rent. The in- 
cidence of all the taxes levied lay on all 
they ate or drank or wore, and entered into 
the price of everything they bought with 
their hard-earned wages. The income tax 
merely made their burden somewhat 
lighter than it would have been without 
an income tax, and the abolition of that 
tax simply devolyed more of the burden 
upon them, leaving the ‘‘moneyed aristo- 
crat’’ with only the same per capita of 
taxes to pay on consumption that is paid 
by one of ‘‘the despised proletariat,’’ the 
so-called ‘‘non-taxpayer.’’ A tax on the 
consumption of the necessaries of life 
comes very near being a capitation tax. 
It is a tax on human beings, on 
labor and wages, rather than a tax on 
property or wealth. The man who sup- 
ports and brings up a family of six pays 
six times as much of it as the millionaire 
who is too stingy and cold blooded to 
marry. 

To tax the workingman who is rearing a 
family six times as much as we tax that 
childless millionaire is to outrage public 
justice and public policy; it is to divide 
the people into two distinct classes—an 
aristocracy of: untaxed wealth and a 
mighty masa of laborers, doomed to pay 
all the taxes for the support of government 
and the protection of the wealth of the 
favored few. 

But some who admit all this and admit 
that an income tax is more equitable than 
the property tax levied in every State of 
the Union, and that its-collection can be 
made more easily and fairly and with less 
espionage, still find an objection to it asa

The activity of foreigners in the affairs 
of Hawaii brings up the question, how 
far a government is obliged by honor or 
self-respect to protect its citizens» who 
have practically abandoned their native 
country and embarked their fortunes in 
savage or barbarous lands. We all agree 
that the American who finds ‘‘his country 
not good enough for him’’ and who goes 
to Paris or London to live permanently is 
aman not worthy of much consideration 
and should he get into difficulty not much 
sentiment could be aroused in his favor. 
But how does such a man differ from those 
who, like the Hawaiian adventurers, have 
kept their American citizenship only as a 
convenient resource when they want to 
meddle in savage affairs? They pay no 
taxes to this Government.

ORIGIN OF ‘‘HURRA.’’ 


It Is Said to Be Derived From the German 
Interjection, *‘ Hurr.’’ 

A writer in the London Times claimed that 
the exclamation ‘‘hurr&’’ was of Slavonic 
origin. Subsequently Dr. C. A. Busheim of 
King’s College, London, alluding to the 
statement, wrote, saying: ‘‘Il presume your 
correspondent must have some authority for 
this assertion, butI hope you will allow me 


to point out that, asfar as I know, the word 
is of purely German origin, 

**It Is generally assumed to be derived 
from the imitative interjection hurr, de- 
scribing a rapid movement, from which 
word the middle high German harren, ‘to 
move rapidiy,’ or rather to hurry, has been 
formed. Hurra is therefore nothing else but 
anenlarged form of burr and, as 1 said, of 
ay Teutonic origin. In Grimm’s ‘Worter- 

uch’ we find the interjection quoted froma 
minnesinger. Italsooccurs in Danish and 
Swedish, and it would be interesting to 
know when it was first introduced in this 
country in the Anglicized form of hurry. In 
Germany it was frequently used during the 
Napoleonic wars by the Prussian soldiers 
and it also occurs in some political an 
martial songs of those days. Since then it 
seems to have been adopted also by other 
nations, even by the French, in the form of 


hourra. 

‘*That the interjection did not become 
popular in Germany as a cheer ata convivial 
gathering as in this country its probably 
owing to the circumstance that preference 
was given here to the brief exclamation 
‘Hock!’ forming respectively the end an 
the beginning of the phrases ‘Ef lebe hock’ 
and ‘Hock soll er leben.’ Of late the da 
hurra seems to have become rather popular 
in Germany. It is just possible that the 
English reimported it there, or that it was re- 
vived through the magnificent m of 
‘Hurra, Germania!’ written by the poet 
ray of German people, Ferdinand Frelis-

Paddock- Hawley Warehouse Gutted and 
Adjoining Buildings Damaged. 


Some eighty odd employes of the Paddock- 
Hawley Iron Co. were disagreeably sur- 
prised on coming down to work this morn- 
ing to find the building wrecked and 
half a dozen fire com panies 
playing upon the flames that 
were raging in the debris. 
Among those quite unaware of the unfortun- 
ate events of the night was Capt. Hawley, 
the Vice-President of the firm. 

At 1:05 o’clock this morning Officer MclIleny 
noticed smoke pouring in . volumes 
from the hasement of 814 North 
Main street, a building forming part of the 
Paddock-Hawley Iron Co.’s establishment, 
He turned in an alarm from box 266 that 
brought six engines and two hook and ladder 
companies to the scene. When the fre- 
men broke into the building big 
black waves of smoke rolled out 
and made fire fighting impossible. It was 
heavy smoke that refused to lift and laid 
close to the ground on Main street like a 
pall. The firemen knew there was heavy 
Sse back oF ik, but they could 
not see their way to put it out. 
Despite the danger of suffocation 
they poured water into the building without 
effect. Twelve minutes after the first alarm 


Chief Lindsay, who had been called toa fire 
in the Ganahl Lumber Yards, on Main and 
Miller streets, reached the scene.: His fire- 
fighting instinct told him he had a big job on 
hand. Heat onee turned ina second and 
third alarm combined bringing sixteen more 
fire companies to the spot. y this time 
the flames had crept to the upper 
Stories and breaking through the 
windows threwa glow that brought every 
body down town to the spot. The firemen 
could not tell what made the building burn 
s0 fiercely. They did not know that the bulld- 
ing had been used years ago as an oll house 
and the timbers in it were soaked and 
seasoned with infammable matter. Water 
had no effect on this material when in com- 
bustion. Despite the streams that poured in 
at every window, the flames, fanned 
by a strong northwestern wind, crept 
into the adjoining stores, which were all 
connected by wide arched doorways. The 
flames swept through these rapidly, and 
soon the entire main structure, from 
806 to 812, wasamassof fire. The Fire Uhief 
turned in a general alarm,.at 2 o’clock. 
Thiz brought six more engines, making 
twenty-two companies in all, 

The night was bitter coldand the firemen 
for the t time found their ladders con- 
gealed with ice, This, combined with 
the terrible smoke and the network 
of wires that were not cut until after the 
generalalarm made fire ightinga slow and 
dangerous task. Fortunately no one was 
hoon tyr although the men on Main street

ihe firm occupies six stores on Main street 
from 806 to 816. Back of them, across the 
alley and fronting on the levee aretwo big 
warehouses which are’* ‘not injured. 
Besides this they have warehouses at 908 
and 910 North Matn Street and a 
big warehouse in East St. Logis. The main 
stores from 804 to 812 are completely gutted; 
814 and 816 are iron warehouse and are only 
slightly damaged. The big warehouses in 
the rear are only slightly damaged by water. 

The losses by last night’s fire were not 
over-estimated. The Paddock-Hawley Iron 
Co. had been in business at their late quar- 
ters ever since 1871. Their stock is usually 
large at this season of the year, as they sup- 
ply manufacturersand wmarufacture engine 
supplies in abundance during the winter 
months. They carried from £400,000 to $500,-. 
000 worth of goods ofall Kinds, and their 
insurance on contentsof siores and ware- 
houses was $350,000, allof which was placed 
with F. 8. Fowler & Co., 87 and 819 North 
Third street. 

‘*The company occupies 86, 808, 810, 812, 814 
and 816 North Main street,” said President 
Gaius Paddock, ‘‘but its principal losses 
were in 806, 808, 810 and 812, Those losses I 
estimate at fully $240,009 to $250,000. 
northern stores were full of iron. 
in which our main loss is were used 
for the storage of heavy hardware, carriage 
trimmin and wagonand carriage wood- 
work, The stock isa total loss. The offices 
were in 806, 808 and 810. I think our books 
and papers areallright. Ifpot, our loss is 
even greaterdhan I suppose. 

**We own 814 North Main. I do not think 
the bullding itself was worth over $2,500 to 
$3,000. Its loss is fully covered by insurance, 
The heavy bar iron was in this building. 
I think it was only injured by water and the 
falling ofthe north wall of812, in which the 
fire originated, : 

**One boiler was under the sidewalk of 812, 
and cut off from the dynamo and engine- 
room, At 6 our janitor, a colored man, 
goes through the bullding. He 
saw no signs of fire. The . theory 
that the fire was caused by a spark from the 
pf Aye or dynamo wire connected to the 
oll satarated wails ofthe room (814 was once 
an oll store) Goes not seem to be good, as we 
shut down at 6 0’clock in the evening, 

**George Adams, an old employe of the 
firm, sleeps onthe second floor, as he has 

for years. He saw 
no sign of when he 
went to bed, We employ an outside 
watchman, the one we have employed fora 
longtime. tie discovered t@ fireand prob- 
ably saved George Adanis’ }ife.’’ 

Mr. Paddock says the firm will get into 
new quarters assoon as the insurance ad- 
justers have made their reports. 

The Ely-Walker Dry Goods Co. ’s warehouse 
at the south of the Paddock-Hawley 
Iron Co.’s stores was protected by a double 
wall and its stock escaped with only a slight 
soaking. The building was damaged scarce- 
ly atall. Whatever small loss there was was 
covered by insurance. 

The buildings occupied by the Paddock- 
nenregy | Iron Co., with the exception of 814, 
were leased. That at 806 was owned bya 
syndicate, for whom Henry Boyce was 
trustee. it was valued at $12,000. Insurance 
was $8,009.

No Truth in the Report Gen. Walker Had

as incorporators usurp the franchises of cor- 

rations and seek to do business as such. 

he grounds for the proceedings will be that 
the statute, sec. 2771, revised statutesof 
1889, does not authorize the incorporation of 
companies to issue and sell bonds, and that 
the subsequent act of the Legislature re- 
quiring companies of thisclassto make de- 
posits with the State ‘Treasurer is not 
a sufficent legislative recognition to 
give them corporate existence, especially in 
view of the fact that sec. 2771, revised stat- 
utes of 1889, was amended atthe last session 
ofthe General Assembly and bond invest- 
ment companies expressly excluded from its 
provisions. The question as to whether or 
not the business transacted by this company 
is authorized by law, even if their incorpora- 
tion is valid, will not be inquired into in 
these proceedings. Should the Supreme 
Court hold that the articles is- 
sued to these companies give. them 
corporate existence the question 
can be subsequently Cetermined whether the 
business transacted by them is not inthe 
nature of lotteries. ‘The Attorney-General 
did notexpress an opinion on this subject, 
but the Missouri law in regard to lotteries is 
more comprehensive than the Federal 
statute, and it is questionable if the ruling of 
the Assistant Attorney-General of the United 
States requiring these companies to issue 
their bonds in blocks of five or more would 
exempt them from the provisions of the aAlis- 
sour! criminal law.
